BIG CONCERNS 


Business Depress'on Makes It 


Impossible to Raise Money 


for Taxes.

Washington.—Itehef for the many 


large business concerns who were un- 
able to pay their December install 
ment of the income tax seems to be in 
sight. 
The House ways and means 


committee has practically agreed to 
report favorably a bill introduced by 
Kepresentative Edmonds of Pennsyl- 
vania, whereby the penalty of five 
per cent for failure to pay the De- 
cember installment shall be eliminated 
and shall not be made to apply unless 
the amount is still unpaid by March 
15 next. The government, however, 
will receive interest on the period be- 
tween Dec. 15 and March 15. 


Secretary Houston vigorously op- 


posed any extension of time to tax 
payers when the matter was first pro- 
posed simply because it was feared 
that no discrimination could be made 
between those who were really unable 
to pay and those who naturally want- 
pd to use the money for other pur 
poses. But with Dec. 15 now past and 
the collectors of internal revenue 
from all parts of the country reporting 
large sums unpaid, the seriousness of 
the situation is fully realized here. 


Many Face Ruin 


Indeed, unless the government takes 


action as provided in the Edmonds 
resolution some big concerns will be j 
forced to the wall. The fact is the 
treasury department has at present 
no discretion whatsoever and the five 
per cent penalty is already in effect 
The law is mandatory. 
It provides 


that ten days after the income tax 
shall have been due and been unpaid, 
the collector of internal revenue shall 
send out a warrant of distraint. With- 
in thirty days thereafter, 
collectors 


would be compelled under the law to 
force the sale of all the assets of a 
concern in order to get the income 
taxes due the government. It is one 
of the most drastic laws on the sta- 
tute books. 


Business men have known what the 


penalties were and the fact that they 
defaulted on DPC. 15 and preferred to 
take the consequences is an Indica- 
tion that many of them were absolute 
]y sincere in their protestations of in- 
ability to pay the tax. In several cas- 
es the big concerns found the banks 
unwilling to lend the money and some 
of them feel now that the banks must 
lelent and furnish the funds.

Los Angeles, Cal. — Lieut. Pat 


O'Brien, one of the outstanding heroes 
of tho world war, is dead today by his 
3wn hand, a "coward," as he branded 
himself before he sent a bullet crash- 
ing through his brain in a room of 
the Alexandria hotel here. 


"O'Brien, who was 30 years old. was 


a veteran of five wars, and gained 
distinction in tho world war as a 
member of« the Royal Flying corps. 
He killed himself after an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to effect a reconciliation 
with his wife, known to the motion 
picture world as "Virginia Dare," 


O'Brien's bride of a year was in 


another room of the hotel and heard 
the shot that snuffed out his life. 


Lieut. O'Brien came here yesterday 


from Oakland. He and his wife had 
been separated and 
had planned a 


reconciliation. He was to have re- 
turned to San Francisco last night to 
receive a 
distinguished decoration 


from the British government at the 
hands of the British consul there. 


The note written by O'Brien before 


he ended his life about midnight last 
night with a .45 calibre army pistol, 
follows In part:

"Only a coward wonld do what I am 


doing but I guess I am one. With 
all my war record, I am Just like the 
rest of the people in this world—a lit 
tie bit of clay. And to you, my sweet 
little wife, 
I go thinking of you 


And my dear, sweet mother, my s's- 
ters and brothers. May the just God 
that answered my prajers 
In those 


two days that I spent m making my 
escape from 
Germany, once more 


answer them. 


"To the five armies I have been in. 


the birds, the animals I love so well, 
to my friends, to all the world of art- 
venture—I say goodbye. Please send 
what you find back to my mother in 
Momence. 111." 


The note, one of Ove written 
by 


O'Brt<»n before h« shot himself, 
and 


the only one his widow would sur- 
render to authorities, also blamed 
another woman for "breaking up" his 
home. This woman has been living 
with Mrs. O'Brien and was with her 
in the hotel room last night. 


O'Brien was author of the famous 


war book "Outwitting the Hun," in 
which he told of his remarkable es 
cape from a German prison camp. 


His wife, whose refusal to see him 


last night is said to have prompted 
his act, was overcome by tho shock.

WOMEN ON THE PABK BOARD 
\ 


The proposal to 
reorganize the "park j 


fcoard is one which should receive the fav- 
orable consideration of the council. Al- 
derman Fose would enlarge the park board 
10 nine members, to include three mem- 
bers of the council, three women and 
three other citizens. Kegardless of whe- 
ther or not the present park board is un- 
duly inactive, we think the suggestion for 
reorganizing the board will produce bene- 
ficial results. 


The most important feature of the plan 


is to reserve three memberships to wom- 
en. In many respects women are better 
civic workers than men. They take great- 
er pains to ascertain community needs and 
conditions, and as a rule they are more 
active and more thorough in the disposi- 
tion of public problems. If the men, 
•w-ith their influence and resources, spent 
half the time and energy that women give 
lo civic affairs and their improvement we 
would very soon have a model city. 


Women are p articularly competent in 


matters touching health, morals, aesthetics 
and recreation. They ought to be en- 
trusted with larger opportunities and re- 
sponsibilities along these lines, particular- 
ly now that their political rights have 
been recognized. To exclude them from a 
voice and authority in such affairs is not 
only selfish but detrimentaL 


Many cities have women on their park 


hoards and commissions, and the results 
invariably are helpfuL Green Bay in its 
newly created park board appointed two 
women as members and they are giving 
excellent service. "We believe it may be 
accepted as certain that the placing of 
•women on the Appleton board will be a 
forward move in the development of our 
parks and our park policies. We think 
it would also have the approval of the peo- 
ple. Even if it were to be regarded as an 
experiment the change would be recom- 
mended, but in our judgment the benefits 
are self-evident and assured. 


ADVANCE mAUGUBATION DAT 
An amendment to the constitution mov- 


ing inauguration day forward to the sec- 
ond Monday in December has been intro- 
duced in congress by Rep, Arthur of Ore- 
gon. He also offers an amendment under 
which senators and representatives-elect 
take their seats on the first Monday of the 
December following their election. 


Both of these are greatly needed poli- 


tical and administrative reforms. The,in- 
terval between election and inauguration 
under the present plan leaves the conn- 
try with four months of marking time. It 
is a most unsatisfactory period from ev- 
ery point of view, and in cases like that 
now existing where radical changes of 
policy are in prospect or in cases of great 
emergency, it is inconsistent and detrimen- 
tal to the public interest. 


As matters now stand the entire period 


is practically wasted. We* have no really 
beneficial legislation enacted, and nothing 
of importance can be done in the shaping 
or.execution of executive policies. It is 
,-rn anomaly that an administration the peo- 
ple have voted out should continue to sit 
for four months after the election. It did 
not cause trouble in the beginning, when 
national requirements and national busi- 
ness were comparatively limited and could 
wait, but conditions today are vastly dif- 
ferent Congress should act upon the pro- 
posed amendments immediately. There is 
no doubt the legislatures would speedily 
ratify them. 


THE WAY TO SAVE THE 


PEOPLE MONET 


Tho politicians at Washington are in a 


Plate of acute depression over the fiscal 
outlook for the government the coming 
year. Senator McCumber, acting chair- 
man of the committee on finance, has in- 
formed the senate that the treasury fac- 
t's a deficit of $1.200,000,000 in 1921. 
After making a liberal allowance for in- 


come tax receipts on the final installment, 
the senator's figures show a gigantic defi- 
cit in running expenses and maturing short 
term obligations of $579,981,765. On 
top of this must be added whatever sums 
are necessary to make good deficits grow- 
ing out of governmental operation of the 
railroads, estimated by the president in 
his annual message at $650,000,000, 
bringing the grand total well over the bil- 
lion mark. Senator McCumber estimates 
the railroad deficit at a much larger figure 
than the president, so that if he should 
prove to be right the amount the govern- 
ment will be behind June 30 next may 
reach the corpulent proportions of a bil- 
lion and a half. 


There are of course only two ways in 


which this threatened deficit can be 
washed out. One is by increasing reven- 
ues and the other is by slashing appropria- 
tions. With the universal protest against 
the excessive income taxes and the urgent 
demand for their repeal by both business 
and the consumer, it is apparent that fur- 
ther revenue from this source is out of the 
question. The country in fact looks for 
decreases in taxes and any attempt to in- 
crease thHB would be decidedly unpopu- 
lar. It would be almost "the undoing of the 
incoming administration. 


Revision of the tariff upward offers an 


opportunity to increase revenue, but the 
success of this method is of course depen- 
dent upon heavy importations and that 
would be contradictory to the political 
purpose professed, which is to give pro- 
tection to the farmer and manufacturer, 
meaning virtually the exclusion of foreign 
goods. The tariff, therefore, is not a pro- 
mising field for solving the financial prob- 
lem. 


The politicians must be more resource- 


ful than this. They must develop some- 
how a little business sagacity. The na- 
tural, the logical, the effective way to 
overcome the prospective deficit is to 
strike a billion or so from the national 
budget. The appropriations asked for 
amount to §4,500,000,000. If these 
were cut to something like §3,000,000,- 
000, we would automatically have a sol- 
vent treasury next year for it will be pos- 
sible to keep revenues at their present lev- 
el, even by revision of the tax laws. 


There is one way in which this reduc- 


tion can be made, supplemented perhaps 
by a few economies in other directions. 
It is by reducing the military budget, 
which for the army and navy totals $1,- 
414,000.000, or five and a half times the 
appropriation of $260.000.000 in 1916, 
our highest pre-war military expenditure. 
The military and sundry civil budget is 
practically a billion dollars in excess of 
current appropriations. 


The politicians dance about Eke peas 


on a hot stove trying to find a way out of 
the dilemma, whereas a simple and clear- 
ly advised act of statesmanship would 
solve the whole problem. With all of Eu- 
rope and Japan ready and anxious to en- 
ter upon a program of genuine disarma- 
ment, the United States holds back and 
does nothing to insure this tremendously 
important reform in the interest of inter- 
national peace and financial relief of the 
people. 


What a useless and idiotic expenditure 


is a billion and half for the army and na- 
vy when our national finances are in a 
state of collapse and when the application 
of common sense and honesty to our for- 
eign policy would remove the necessity or 
excuse for it. What judgment must be 
passed upon our government if, with the 
rest of the world ready to act, it holds off 
and continues to heap this senseless bur- 
den upon the people ?

picture of Patrick Henry the other 
lay to a place in the American Hall 
of fame. 
' 
Patrick Henry stood for the right 


of a man to walk the earth free: to say 
and write what be pleased; to eat and 
drink what he pleased; to bear arms 
and defend himself. 


Ho held that a man's person and 


his home were his own and that he 
should not be arrested nor his home 
nor his belongings searched or seized 
without a warrant. 


He held that a man should pay no 


Jnjust tribute to any power, govern- 
mental or otherwise, and that It was 
;he part of manhood to fight any at- 
;empt to levy such tribute. 


"Give mo liberty or give mo death," 


meant somo thing to Patrick Henry. 
The sentence has so long been par- 
roted by schoolboys and parodied by 
humorists, it has so little In It of the 
spirit in which we now live, thst to 
us it ia dead verbiage. It sounds 
empty and rhetorical and even a little 
absurd. 
But to Patrick Henry 
it 


was a literal and passionate statement 
of the way he felt. When he said it, 
wo learn from an old chronicle, the 
chords of his neck swelled and stood 
out like ropes, his face flushed, his 
eyes burned, and the crash of his voice 
shook the room. The men who had 
hesitated to risk what seemed a hope- 
ess war were shamed and silent. The 
men who felt as he did were lifted to 
heir feet by a wave of feeling. The 
esolutions that meant war with Eng- 
and were carried without a dissent- 
ng vote. 


An Age of Orators 


That was an age of orators—an age 
hat needed orators. 
Newspapers do 


he work now. They form our prin- 
ciples and make ous wars and our 
peaces. But in those days newspapers 
did not amount to much. The words 
>£ men like Patrick Henry, spoken in 
mall gatherings of Intelligent, critical 
men, 
scattered by word of rnoutb^, by 


etter, to some extent by print, were 
he real medium of thougt and feei- 
ng. A man like Patrick Henry who 
ould speak with emotional effect and 
•et with precision and sincerity was 
he real mouthpiece of Colonial Ameri- 
ca. He took the place alike of jour- 
nalism 
and 
of literature In that 


pioneering, 
fighting, 
freedom-loving' 


and of throe million Anglo-Saxons. 


The land in which we live is PO 


more like it than It is like China. We 
are dominated, not by spoken words, 
>ut by printed ones. In fact we are 
jverwhelmed by them. Thought and 
nstinct alike are drowned In the 
urgid Hood of shallow printed prattle 
or which our minds are little more 
han conduits. No longer can a sin- 
••ere man -voice what thousands feel 
tecause they feel only what they are 
old to feel. 
Tho orator among us 


ias degenerated Into the after-dinner 
peaker, spewing platitudes and old 
okes, boring us, putting us to sleep. 
He is no more kin to Patrick Henry 
han a parrot is to an eaglo. 
Patrick Henry had to wait about a 


hundred years for the approval of 
ho best people as represented by this 
niche which the college professors and 
jther worthies have given 
him In 


heir Hall of Fame. During most of 
his life Patrick 
was 
viewed with 


ilarm by the beat people, regarded as 
a radical, a loafer, and demagogue. 
ie had no affinities with universities 
laving gone to school only a few 
rears and he expressed his opinion of 
sruditlon by making it his motto to 
'study men." 


An Unpromising Boy 


Patrick was born poor and did no 


<ood in school. 
He wore 
old and 


<lirty clothes. He tried store-keeping 
,wlce, and farming once, tended bar in 
j. tavern for a wliile, and made a com- 
nlete but undismayed failure in all 
these capacities. He then decided to 
become a lawyer, and after six weeks 
of study went up for a bar examina- 
tion. He convinced the examiners 
:hat he knew nothing about law, but 
was a. most unusual fellow, and they 
generously gax'e him license to prac- 
:lce on the strength of his promise 
:hat ho would learn a litOe about his 
profession first. 
Patrick did not spend any great 


amount of time i-« court. Just as he 
had spent little time in the stores and 
saloons he was supposed to be con- 
ducting. Patrick spent most of his 
time out In 
the woods hunting and 


fishing. That was his passion. He 
would go for weeks at a time, carry- 


ing hie provisions on U» back, roam- 
ing wherever fee pleased, "covering 
all his dirtiness with a leather bunting 
shirt," as tho finicky Jefferson relates. 
Even when he went to court he 
walked, carrying his gun and hunting 
by the way, and often he confronted 
judge and 
Jury hi dirty buckskin 


clothee. Later, when he becamo a 
continental figure he saw fit to dress 
the part, covered his bald head with 
a wig, wore a black suit, a white 
necktie, and a cloak of red velvet. 
(Picture him If you can.) But he was 
always ready to throw off these trap- 
pings, pick up a rifle and take to the 
woods where 
he 
felt more 
com- 


fortable. 


It la related by. many who knew 


Henry that in court his manner was 
always beautifully grave and formal, 
but that a faint, ironical smile always 
played about hie lips. 


That sarcastic smile with which he 


faced the world of colonial bigwigs, 
and the fact that he chose to spend 
most of his time wandering through 
the wilderness with a gun over his 
shoulder, free aa a wild thing, seem 
to us to be the most significant facts 
about Henry—the ones that make him 
real to us now. 
• 


Certainly one of the greatest 'differ- 


ences between 
an American of that 


day and an American of this lies in 
the fact that the Colonial American 
had a wilderness to wander In, was a 
pioneer and hunter. The modern 
American is either a cockney or a 
villager. 


Pioneer Freedom 


Now a man who wanders free In the 


woods has something about him of 
the wild animal. And the wild animal 
haa freedom, whatever it may lack. 
It has a perfect personal autonomy. 
Put It in a cage and often it will die. 
Catch it in a trap and it will gnaw, a 
leg off to get out. Freedom is the 
essence of life, to it. And tho ' man 
who has wandered free in a wild 
country learns to feel just the same 
way about It, He learns the joy of 
freedom. He IB forever impatient of 
restraint. Tou can discover 
that 


quality in any-man who has spent a 
good part of his life outdoors. 


When he shouted for liberty 
or 


death, Patrick Henry 
was voicing 


the spirit of the wild—a spirit born of 
Lho vast unconquered country 
that 


ay behind the fringe of colonies, a 
spirit that he had discovered in for- 
ests and mountains, not in books. He 
was voicing the spirit of the trapped 
fox'that mangles itself t* escape and* 
of the eaglo that starves itself to 
death in its cage. He was voicing the 
spirit in which the Indians 
fought 


white domination for two centuries. 
And incidentally, he was voicing a 
thing which every American of that 
day, with the exception of a few im- 
ported Tories, had himself felt. Free- 
dom meant something to the Colonial 
American. Tell him that he was be- 
ing robbed and put upon, that his lib- 
erties were being restricted, and he 
rose straight up into tho air with a 
howl of rage and a rifle In his right 
tiand. 


How America Has Changed 


The typical modern American 
has 


little of that left in him. He i» the 
cousin, not of the panther, but of the 
cow. 
He is a domestic animal. 
He 


lives in a city and is used to being 
herded around by cops and conductors, 
chased off the grass, bossed, snubbed, 
scolded. He reads In the papers ev- 
ery day of how he la being robbed by 
profiteers, of graft and scandal. He 
acopts meekly legislation regulating 
the details of his private life. During 
the past few years he has seen poor 
old Patrick's bill of rights shot Into a 
thousand pieces, every article of it 
grossly violated. He reads of these 
things In his paper, and sighs and 
says, "Well, well!" 


It was the genius and glory of 


Patrick that he saw that Government 
is supposed to serve tho Individual, 
not crush him. He saw that 
the 


danger in every government is that 
It will overwhelm the very creatures 
that made It, reducing them to cogs 
or to grains of material In Its com- 
plicated machinery. He foresaw'that 
in this process the very conception of 
man as a free and natural animal 
might be lost. Against this catastro- 
phe he set his whole force and ability. 
He was not much ' interested in de 
tails of government. 


"If the people will not die or be 


free," he said, "it is of no conso- 
'7uenco what eort of government they 
live under.**

The Law Making Department of 


Our State 


Some one has said that America is 


in the law making stage of political 
development while Europe has reach- 
ed the law enforcing stage. It is de- 
clared that when we find some needed 
reform we rush' to the legislative de- 
partment and demand that a law be 
enacted correcting the abuse or pro- 
viding for tho improvement. The law 
once enacted we are content, no at- 
tention being paid to its proper en- 
forcement. Whether this charge is 
Just or not we have developed remark- 
able facilities for the making of laws. 
They may be enacted by school dis- 
tricts, by towns, by villages, by cities, 
by counties, by states or by the na- 
tion. These are necessary to meet the 
needs of a self-governing people. 


We have been considering the or- 


ganization and work of the national 
law making body In order that we may 
the better understand the doings of 
Congress now in session. The state 
legislature meets the second Wednes- 
day of January each odd numbered 
year, that to the twelfth of next 
month, and we should be familiar 
with its organization and mode of pro- 
cedure 
that we may 
Intelligently 


watch and, if need be, influence its ac- 
tivities. 
Becjtase of the extent of territory 


and larc* number of voter*, it is nec- 
essary to organize the state as a rep- 
resentative democracy, or » republic, 
tho same as tho Federal government. 


The people select representatives to 


go to 
Madison in their stead and 


make the state laws. These represent- 
ativea comprise the Icglnlaturo. That 
the greatest pomlble care may be tak- 
en In the making of law» the state 
legislature is divided Into two houses 
—the senate and the assembly. 


In order to have all the people fair- 


ly represented in the tower house, the 
Assembly, the state In redlstrieted 
every 
ten years, 
following 
each 


United States Census." There are a 
hundred members in 'the Aaaembly. 
Tlw 


ed by each assemblyman is deter- 
mined by dividing the population of 
the state by one hundred. At present 
each member of the Assembly repre- 
sents approximately 23,500 people. 


There are thirty-three members 1n 


the Senate. The number to be repre- 
sented by each Senator is determined 
by dividing the population by thirty- 
three. Each Senator represents ap- 
proximately 
70,000 population. 


By act of the legislature the state 


is divided into districts, the boun- 
daries 
following 
county, town and 


ward lines. 
The present Assembly 


and Senatorial districts are found in 
the Wisconsin Blue Book. 


Both 
Senators 
and Assemblymen 


are nominated at the primary elec- 
tion and elected at the general elec- 
tion in November. Assemblymen are 
elected for two years and Senators foe- 
four. In order to be a member of the 
legislature a ppraon must be a .quali- 
fied voter of the district from which 
he is elected. 


The pay of members of the legisla- 


ture is very low. Each one receives a 
salary of but $250.00 a year and ten 
cents a mile in going to and return- 
ing from each session by the most 
usual routo. This is not sufficient to 
enable men of moderate means to de- 
vote their ability and time to the mak- 
ing of laws. Whpr or the common 
good is at stake iae best ability in 
the state should be employed.

Become Rubber Heels 


flT POSTBFFICi 


Rubber in Auto Tires Is Worked 


Over Eleven Times Before It Is 
Useless—Winds up as Insula- 
tors fop Battery Jars. 


How many people know what be- 


comes of the autotnobOe tire which 
they tate» from their cars when it is no 
longer usable? Most people know that 
it goes'to the junk dealer, and that 
the junk dealer lelto it to a tvbber 
factory, but their knowledge on the 
subject ends at that point 


When the worn out tire reaches the 


rubber factory it is thrown into a 
large tank, together with other worn 
out tires, and is chemically treated. 
The chemicals work on the tire and 
cause the rubber to fall from the fa- 
bric. The rubber that comes 'from the 
tank is used for the manufacture of 
hot water bottles, rubber bsels, foun- 
tain pens, and the like. 


A. M. Scheurle, manager and pro- 


prietor of the Apple£on Tire Shop, 
said that rubber is reclaimed and 
made over It different times before 
it is considered worn out and unus- 
able. The last time it is made into a 
covering for a storage battery jar, as 
a sort of. insulator. 


Sometimes, when the tire is not 


worn too badly, it is retreadsd and 
holes -in it are vulcanized. Dealers in 
second hand tires then offer them for 
sale at a low price. 


In the first place, the tire is made 


from rubbsr which comes from the 
sap of the rubber tree. In the factory 
tho rubber 
is put into a machine 


where it is cut and washed. The pro- 
cess is gone through three or four 
times until only the pure rubber is 
left. The purified rubber is hung up 
for six months before it is treated fur- 
ther.
